Mice will some- 
times descend a double wire and take 
the germs from your best kernels. Of 
course, corn should not be aarked 
when at ail damp and less than a 
bushel should not be placed in a suck, 
says a writer In an exchunge. This 
method would seem tedlou* to seed 
corn growers, no doubt, but it will be 
of us" to many small farmers. 

The final selection of corn for seed 
should be made next spring when the 
sacks of ears are opened and the eara 
shelled.
